Polarity is the focus of Suzanne 
Gauthier's upcoming exhibition. 
Pour Les Fous et Les Sages. Hcr tech- 
nique and medium, as well as the 
content, incorporate opposites. 

The show consists of three photo- 
' graphic installations. Two pieces 
arc triptychs, the other a diptych. 
Gauthier works on a very large 
scale. This is necessary to convey 
both the stylistic and conceptual 
power of her work. She couples this 
with a mix of medium, "I never 
throw away anything. One of the 
panels could span ten years of 
work." 

Gauthier's work develops 
through a scries of stages. "My 
method is similar to drawing, 
worTcing from stage to stage. I can 
alter the work as I wish, and decide 
when it is truly finished." For ex- 
ample, the centre panel in one trij>- 
tych began as a collage of paper, ink 
and acryllic paint mounted on can- 
vas. Over this, Gauthier sketched 
an installation using chalk and pas- 
tel. She built the piece using various 
objects in her studio and her past 
work — mostly photographs and 
ceramic sculpture. She then photo- 
graphed this drawing. "I moved to 
photography because 1 realized 
that this machine could do a more 
efficient and eloquent job than I 
could by hand." In this way, she 
marks the progress of her work, 
making instinctive changes and 
additions as she goes along. 

• At this stage in her work, Gauth- 
ier felt she was representing only 
one side of the duality. Her photo- 
graph was flat and decidedly two- 
dimensional. She showed illusion- 
istic space only, and nothing of 
reality. 

To create the depth in her work, 
Gauthier uses a second round of 
photography. "I started going be- 
yond the boundaries of the installa- 
tion and including the surround- 
ings. The studio then becomes part 
of the work." Her works take on a 
much more realistic space, thereby 
creating the duality. 

Another opposite is presented 
on a larger scale. The photos are 
executed brilliantly, displaying ar- 
resting images and shapes. Gauth- 
ier juxtaposes these with com- 
pletely abstract surfaces. She em- 
ploys encaustic — the technique of 
heating wax with pigment and 
painting this on a graphite board. 
These are all done in black and 
white. "Hike theautomaticrangcof 
grey tones. It introduces an 
abstraction that isdifHcuIt to obtain 
in colour." Here she has depicted 
the opposition of the figurative, or 
decorative, with the abstract. 
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On a purely conceptual level, the 
polarity is a little less obvious. "I 
always play from illusion to reality. 
I feel that people take illusions for 
granted bôrausc they don't want to 
grasp reality." The photograph it- 
self is the illusion. What is repre- 



sented in the photo, and the way it 
is arranged in the installation, is the 
reality. Gauthier feels that often 
people don't want to face reality, 
because it is too unpleasant or 
frightening. In her works, she 
makes no attempts to explain what 



it is people are afraid of confront- 
ing. Gauthier attempts to resolve 
how things work in art and life, and 
how they are related. "I think pro- 
portion is so important. I concen- 
trated on this most when preparing 
these works. It's a delicate balance. 



as in human relations." 

Gauthier displays continuity in 
her work, exploiting the diametri- 
cally opposed elements of her stylo 
and content. 

Her show will run from Oct.31 to 
Nov21 at Galerie Powerhouse. 



Film test comes out of the shadows

The Festival International du 
Nouveau Cinéma et de la Vidéo 
Montréal opens with much fanfare 
today. In the past the Festival has 
changed its name, imago, and has 
been overshadowed by the 'other' 
Montréal film festival. But with its 
sixteenth try it seems everything 
has finally come together. Accord- 
ing to Festival co-ordinator, Dimitri 
Eipides, "for those who delight in 
exploring new ground, in getting to 
know ahead of time those who will 
soon be widely recognised, this 
edition of the festival offers unique 
opportunities." 

With twenty-five countries — 
ranging from Canada to Hong 
Kong, the Soviet Union to Mozam- 
bique — being represented, the Fes- 
tival is truly international, 0\'er the 
next eleven days Cinéma le 
Papineau, Cinéma le Milieu, 
Cinéma Parallèle and 
Cinémathèque Québécoise will be 
alight with a collage of films, videos 
and retrospectives. 

The Festival is broken into five 
distinct categories, the largest being 
the International Feature' with 
over sixty films entered. Another, 
'Imagesd'Ici' is a mini retrospective 
of la nouvelle vague de Cinema Ca- 
nadienne. Oneof the Festival's high- 
lights will be the presentation of the 
series 'Cinéastes de Notre Temps'. 
Finally, there is a theatre/film sec- 
tion and a wide array of interna- 
tional videos ranging from docu- 
mentaries to the avant garde. 

Perhaps the most exciting aspect 
of the Festival is the virtual plot hora 
of excellent new Canadian titles. 
Highly anticipated is Patricia 
Rozema'sfirst feature I'w/ /card T/rc 
Mermaids Singing. A recipient of the 
PrixdcJcuncsseatCannesand criti- 
cally acclaimed at Toronto's Festi- 
val of Festivals, the film makes its- 



Montréal debut on Saturday. The 
film concerns Polly, the nerdette 
who is overwhelmed by the preten- 
tions of art, and escapes into her 
own black and white fantasy world. 
Her disillusionment and ultimate 
rejection of those pretentions fi- 
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nallyallowshcrtoseethingsasthey 
really arc and to 'hear the mermaids 
singing.' 

Another film that has received 
widespread attention is Family 
Viewing , by Toronto's Atom 
Egoyan. The film deals with an al- 
ienated youth and his perception of 
the various relationships he en- 
counters at home, at a retirement 
home and at a telephone sex shop. 
As well, noted Canadian actress 
Jackie Burroughs' controversial A 
Winter Tan , dealing with a lovely 
teacher's search for love and mean- 
ing while on vacation in Mexico, 
will be presented. 

International debuts also abound 
at the festival. German director 
Wim Winders will be on hand to 
present his new film, Otf Wings of 
Desire (Les Ailes du Désir) , the story 
of a heavenly spirit in a temporal 
world. Set in Berlin, an angel, 
though not fallen, has fallen in love 
C and in turn has to accept the human 



conditton. As well, Sammy and Rosie 
Get Laid , the new film by Stephen 
Frears and Hanif Hureishi (My 
Beautiful Launderette) will be pre- 
sented. It is another brilliantly 
seething look at urban life in 
Thatcher's England. 

Jean Luc Godard's latest film. 
Soigne Ta Droite ^makes its North 
American premiere at the festival. It 
has been ^iled as 'a film of pure 
genius, funny and formidable; 
about our times dealing with un- 
proclaimed things'. 

Soviet 'glasnost' has opened new 
avenues for the festival and re- 
sulted in two special guests; Yuri 
Khodjaev, director of the Moscow 
Film Festival and filmakcr Kira Mu- 
ratova will be on hand, as will two 
of Muratova's films Brief Encounters 
and Long Farewells . ■ 

Highlighting the video section is 
Peter Greenway's (The 
Draughtsman's Contract, The Belly of 
an Architect) QED Acts of Cod, a 
documentary about natural disas- 
ters. Another notable in this section 
is Monlove , a Swiss existentialist, 
short, featuring Einstein as a bil- 
liard ball and a field of philosophiz- 
ing cows. 

But for many, 'Cinéastes de 
Notre Temps' will be the Festival's 




crowning achievement. A collabo; 
ration of Andre Labarte and Janine 
Bazin, it is a sixty program series 
that was produced for television 
between 1964 and 1972. Using such 
directors as Eric Rohmer, Jacques 
Rozier and Jacques Rivette, the se- 
ries examines suth film greats as 
Abel Gance, Luis Bunuel, Canad ian 
Norman MacLanen, Alfred Hitch- 
cock and 'La Nouvelle Vague du 
Cinema'. 

According to Bazin and Labarte, 
the scries is 'a filmed history of cin- 
ema put together like a puzzle: it's 
all mixed up, but with the intention 
of creating a whole'. The earlier 
programs were themselves an ex- 
ploration of c/nenw-ren'M— report- 
ing techniques using lightweight 
synchronic cameras, conversa- 
tional flows and a balance between 
camera work and editing. However 
by 1967, the producers felt that cin- 
cma-verité had "ossified". 

This led to a chan^ in style for 
the scries' final years.TTiis led Bazin 
and Labarte "to send cinema-verité 
out to pasture with the other dead 
forms, reverse its postulates, or 
conversely, highlight its dead 
ends." 

Although this scries was origi- 
nally edited for television, at the 
Festival it will be presented on the 
large screen. This altering of the 
perception of the film's pace will 
take thcscrics into a new form of the 
unknown. 

So, overall, the Festival offers an 
excellent opportunity for all 
dnemaphilcs, regardless of orien- 
tation to enjoy cinema's new direc- 
tion. And for all those involved, and 
for those watching, the catchphrasc 
is 'breaking the barriers of conven- 
tion'.

From the Vancouver Five to ex* 
FLQ leaders, to Armenian terror- 
ists, to the maniacs of the Detonator 
Without a Cause, Jacques 
Codbout's film En Dernier Re- 
cours deals with the subject of ter- 
rorism in Canada. Unfortunately, 
only a dozen people wore present at 
its last showing on Tuesday. 

'Terrorism is always the problem 
of others," seems to be our society's 
moral attitude to the taboo subject 
of terrorism. Yet, no definition of 
the term has boon clearly presented . 
'Terrorism is a war that is going on 
in an unknown territory." This fair 
definition was proposed by an 
MUC officer. The latter went on to 
make the crucial distinction be- 
tween "the terrorists with a cause, 
who strike definite targets" and the 
"deranged criminals" who will

'There's violence everywhere in 
our Nothern American societies, 
the U.S. even invented terrorism 
more than a hundred years ago.

When they 
couldn't buy off some leader they 
would kill him," said cx-FLQ 
François Schirm, convicted for 
murder in 1966. 'The reason why 
our democratic structures can't do 
anything against terrorism is be- 
casuc their security thinks in terms 
of hierarchical structures and plan- 
ning of actions, whereas people like 
us acted out of spontaneity." 

When asked whether he would be 
some kind of revolutionary today, 
ex-FLQ Pierre Vallieres responded, 
'There is a difference between re- 
bellion and revolution. The latter

system crumble. There is much to 
be learnt from our MUC officers!

Lyrics? Who needs lyrics? Words make 
sounds, and sounds aio music. Why 
should the sounds have to bo in any or- 
der? 

When initiated to the musical style of 
atmospheric groups such as Tlic Cocteau 
Twins, and Dead Can Dance most 
people have a hard time wrapping their 
neads around the idea of having w'ords, 
but no lyrics, in their music. 

However, many acknowledge that, 
given the stale of contemporary song 
writing, euphuistic gibberish, such as 
that found on Lonely is an Eyesore is an 
acceptable alternative. 

Lonely is an Eyesore is a compilation 
put out by Beggar's Banquet sub-label 4 
AD. The album showcases a number of 
atmospherics bands. The Cocteau 
Twins, Dead Can Dance, Colourbox, 
The Wolfgang Press, Throwing Muses, 
Dif Juz, Clan of Xymox,and Tlris Mortal 
Coil. 

As can be ascertained by the group 
names and the song titles, the music has

very little contact with reality. This is a 
good thing. The pure escapism of atmos- 
pherics is its most alluring quality. It is 
music designed to assist the listener to 
tune out and leave the dimension with- 
out the aid of psychoactive chemicals. 

Particularly successful are Dif Juz's No 
Motion, and The Cocteau Twins' Cmshed 
. This Mortal Coil's selection is disap- 
pointing, as is Colourbox's. Beyond this, 
the album is well orchestrated and the 
different selections arc well placed on the 
album. Overall, it is a good introduction 
to modern meditation music for the '80's.

"You too can get infected with Grucso- 
mania," warns the album jacket of 
Montréal's Tlie Gruesomes' second 
album, named after the aforementionned 
disease. Chances arc, however, if you 
missed the last epidemic of Grucsoma- 
nia, (Tyrants of Teen Trash) your im- 
mune system will still keep you safe from 
this one. 

Raunchier than Tlie Monkeei^ more 
musically inclined than Tlie Ramones, 
and more nasal than The Beatles, The 
Gruesomes have been trapsing around 
the Montréal scene for a few years now. 
Their second album is pretty much like 
their first one. There is less harmonica, 
and Bobby Beaton's shrieks arc fewer and 
further between. Considerable disagree- 
ment exists as to whether or not this is a 
good thing. 

The band is a lot more together on this 
effort than previous ones, such as Og 
music's compilation It Came From Can- 
ada. However, you'd have *n be fairly 
into the sixties retro trend to want to pick 
this one up.

A bit of Berlin has alighted in 
Montreal, ready to leave a lasting 
impression. The Rainbirds hit 
town this month to do five shows of 
poundingly passionate rock. Their 
first engagement was at Foufouncs 
Electrique on the 8th. 

This German group of four do 
originals in a folk-rock vein, edged 
with country punk and pulsing 
with soul. Katharina Frank, both 
songwriter and vocalist, is the 
band's real core. 

Frank sings in English, often giv- 
ing the band a feci reminiscent of 
the Pretenders' harsh melodic 
rhythm and at times surpassing the 
soothing vocal clarity of Every- 
thing But The Girl. She "tries to be 
more optimistic" than most of the 
"depressing, underground bands 
popular in Berlin". Yet the essence 
of the Rainbirds' music is bound, to 
the individual talents of the mem- 
,bers. 

Bassist Beckmann, strong-jawed 
and blcached-blonde, grimaced 
and thrash-picked his way through 
Dancer, but revealed his more lyri- 
cal bass style on the quieter num- 
bers. 

Wolfgang Glum, on drums, is a 
recognised composer and percus- 
sionist in Germany. His work in 
"minimalist jazz bands" and on 
theatre soundtracks has perhaps 
produced the withdrawn quality 
that permeated his playing, 
whether on triangle, synclavicr or 
drum kit. 

The newest member is the Chil- 
ean guitarist Rodrigo Gonzalez, 



who is accompanying the 
Rainbirds in Montreal. His own 
peacefulness seems ironic along- 
side the energy of his instrument. 
The song Apparently allows 
Rodrigo's fingers to wash over the 
strings with gentle finger-picking, 
while in Boy on the Beach he teases 
forth a definite rock grind. 

The members of Rainbirds were 
brought to Montréal by the Goethe- 



Institute on a "Rock Exchange" 
with Montreal's avant-garde’ pop 
band Condition, who will be head- 
ing off to Berlin in February ofl988. 

If you haven't caught them yet, 
you've only got one more chance. 
They'll be at Station 10 on the 27th. 
And don't be afraid to request their 
recorded material from CKUT when it 
eventually goes FM. 



The emerald city

Someone to Watch over Me is a 
glitzy movie about... well about 
someone watching over someone 
else. 

Tom Berenger is Mike Keegan, a 
cop from efuecAs. Mimi Rogers 
plays Claire Gregory, a rich, well- 
bred, yet principled Manhattan 
socialite. Mike is assigned to protect 
Claire after she witnesses the mur- 
der of a paladium style club owner 
(who is, of course, an old friend of 
hers). It would have been more fun 
if she'd kept her real name and then 
we'd have Mike watching over 
Mimi, presenting the true sub- 
stance of this film. 

Now, of course, they fall in love 
and of course they look just great 
together. But there's always an 
impediment to 'perfection', Mike's 
wife. Surprising isn't it? Also, you 



just know that Mike and his wife 
really should bo together — she's an 
ex<op who shares his Queens ac- 
cent (or rather, who shares the same 
difficulty in maintaining the accent 
throughtout the film). 

Ifthis isn't reason enough for their 
not getting together, class elements 
play a key role in keeping them 
apart. Mike is just too ill at ease and 
roughly hewn to fit into Claire's 
social set — a world which can't take 
masculinity and erections very seri- 
ously. Briefly, director Ridley Scott 
(The Duellists, Alien) casts Ber- 
enger as Dorothy lost somewhere in 
Manhattan's Emerald city. 

The content below the surface 
glitz of this film just isn't there. 
Someone to Watch Over Me is well lit, 
well paced and well cast, but there's 
nothing to think about after the 
lights come on. 



Montréal splashed with reggae

Montréal first local reggae festival, 
which happened in August was 
well-received by reggae lovers, but 
confusion arose because the shows 
were held at too many different 
clubs (Foufouncs, L'Usine, Secrets, 
Station 10). 

Now, Qub Secrets is running its 
own week-long Reggae Splash. The 
reason? According to co-owner 
Herman: "Staging the shows was 
such a success that we felt it would 
be nice to do it again. This way, 
more people can appreciate and 
enjoy reggae and ho^fully come 
out on Tuesdays where we dedicate 
this day as Tropical Tuesdays, and 
feature a variety of tropical sounds, 
from soca to reggae as well as Afri- 
can rhythms. Also, we plan to make 
the Reggae Splash an annual event 
at Secrets." 

Montréal's finest reggae artists 
have been plagued by a lack of fi- 
nancial support. While Toronto 
groups Messenjah and The Satal- 



lites have emerged nationally, 
Montréal's groups have yet to get 
any kind of national attention, lli is 
is unfortunate, as some of the bands 
have the potential and talent to 
make their messagc/music known 
internationally. 

Things may soon change for local 
band Kali and Dub Inc., who arc 
about to release an EP entitled 
Uncensored Reggae. 

Says Kali, "It's called Uncensored 
Reggae because reggae music and 
its message, in some ways, has 
always bccti kept sort of censored. 
It depicts the harsh reality of life 
and therefore many want to censor 
it. With uncensored reggae the 
message that in the past has been 
censored is finally coming out." 

To express that message, the Reg- 
gae Splash's line-up consists of a 
diverse selection of the city's finest 
reggae: Yemasgane, Jab Jab, Impe- 
rial Force, Jah Children, Kali and 
Dub Inc., and Jah Cutta and the 
Determination Band 



The Reggae week began with a 
tight and energetic show by 
Yemasgane. The four-piece horn 
section added impact to the pulsat- 
ing rythms of the rest of the band. 
Yemasgane alternated between 
originals and some finely-executed 
covers (such as Bob Marlc/s 'No 
Woman No Cry") to a highly appre- 
ciative audience. 

On Tuesday night Imperial Force 
look the stage. Although theiraudi- 
cncc was smaller, their enthusiasm 
did not waver. TTicy were truly at 
their best and in top form. The 
drumming was particularly excel- 
lent. 

For those who missed the first few 
shows at Secrets, don't worry. Both 
of the bands to come will certainly 
give you a dose of the finest reggae 
to supply whatever you're missing. 

The Montréal Reggae Splash will 
continue tonight with Kali and Dub 
Inc. and conclude Sunday Oct. 25 with 
fah Cutta and the Detennination 
Band.
